go from “show me” land to London. 
In a big St. Louis fur house a score 
of men have been busy sixteen hours 
a day at sorting thousands of weasel 
pelts, which arrive in an endless suc­ 
cession of mail and express packages. 
It is a long way from this scene to 
the gorgeous historical pageant of the 
coronation of King George V. 
Yet the 
weasel skins which the St. Louis work­ 
men stack in neat piles are destined, 
under the aristocratic name of ermine, 
to ornament the robes of fleers and 
peeresses and perhaps the state gar­ 
ments of the king and queen them­ 
selves. 
For St. Louis, “the fur capital of the 
world,” is supplying most of the er­ 
mine which the lords anti ladies of the 
English realm will wear ut the crown- : 
lug of their sovereign. 
One St. Louis 
firm sent 43,000 ermine pelts to Lon­ 
don last mouth aud has 15.000 more 
which are being held for an expect­ 
ed rise in price. 
Jan. 25 an auction 
house In London sold 70.000 ermine 
skins, most of which were collected 
j by St. Louis dealers. 
The little animals from which the 
! ermine skins were stripped are the j 
I same in species as the marauding 
brown weasels which farm ers’ boys in 
Missouri and Arkansas catch in traps 
in their henhouses. But iii Canada and 
such northern states as Minnesota and 
Vermont, nature, to protect the weasel. 
turns its coat white in winter to match : 
the snow. 
Four months ago, when the northern 
snows fell, they turned pure white, ex 
copt that the tip of the tail lns-ame a 
glossy black. 
The change in color 
wrought a miracle. 
When brown the 
pelts are worth about 2 cents each I 
and nre considered fit only to cover j 
toy animals for children. 
But on be- j 
coming white the fur is metamorphos­ 
ed into ermine, to which for centuries 
the adjectives “royal” and “precious" j 
have been applied and which in Aus­ 
tria all nre forbidden by law to wear 
save those of the emperor’s blood. 


One ermine skin before being manufac- I 
tured may be worth from $1 to $5. 
For each robe from 500 to 1,000 pelts 
will be needed. 
What the king’s coro- j 
nation robe will require may be judged j 
from that of Czar Nicholas of Russia, I 
which was made of 250,000 skins.

LAWS FOR BELGIAN PAINTERS 


R e st ric tio ns R eg ar d in g In to x ic an ts and 
E m p l o y e r s ’ Responsibilities. 
Belgium has just drawn up a special 
code of laws governing painters and 


i the exercise of their craft which are 
I singularly strict and exhaustive. 
From the fashion in which the new 
I laws hedge them in with enforced p re ­ 
cautions one would think painting the 
most dangerous trade in the whole 
I catalogue. 
In the first place no em 
plover of painters may employ a man 
who drinks alcoholic beverages to the 
temporary extinction 
of his 
logical 
power, aud no intoxicating liquors are 
to be brought into the vicinity of tho 
workers. 
Employers are responsible 
for the care which their men take of 
their persons. 
They must see th a t every painter 
washes his banda before eating, sus­ 
pend the men whose health is not sa t­ 
isfactory and discharge any one suf­ 
fering from rh ad poisoning. 
A painter 
may not wear the same clothes on the 
street or in his home which he uses in 
his trade. 
Ile is imperatively required 
to arm himself with a special suit of 
clothes and a screened hat. 
Contractors and m aster painters nre 
restricted in the use of white lead to 
the ground lend mixed with oil, and it 
is stipulated that this mixture m ust be 
so handled that it does not splash or 
conn* in contact with the painter’s 
hands. 
The law strictly forbids scraping of 
dry painted surfaces in which white 
lead has been used. 
This will doubt­ 
less prevent much carelessness and pro­ 
tect the careless painter from his own 
indiscretion, but if is terribly restric­ 
tive and smacks of overleglslation.
